This a ction ha s crea ted 
a good impression here.

Professor Va mbery sa ys 
tha t the Afgha n question is, ma inly, who is 
willing to giv e the richest subsidy to the 
a meer, whose friendship will go to the high­ 
est bidder. 
It is sa id tha t a secret a gent sent by the 
Russia n gov ernment to Afgha nista n to see 
how ma tters sta nd reports to his gov ern­ 
ment tha t Ameer Abdurra hma n is rea dy 
a nd a ble to pla ce a s ma ny a s 100,000 well- 
equipped soldiers on the frontier to oppose 
the Russia n a dv a nce. 
The ca binet wa s in session Sa turda y fa r 
a long time, a mi there wa s grea t excitement 
in London. 
Wha t 
wa s done ha s 
not 
tra nspired, but it is supposed the Russia n 
reply wa s the subject of considera tion. 
On

FORT DONELSON.

"Xo terms ex cep t unco nd itio na l a nd im­ 
med ia te surrend er” 
Fof nearly two months Grant disciplined 
his troops in the district of Cairo. In J anu- 
crr, 1803, by order of Gen. Halleck, he moved 
a force of 6,000 men, under McCleraand, from 
Cairo and Bird’s Point towards Mayfield and 
Murray, in West Kentucky, and sent two 
brigades threatening Columbus and tfco Con­ 
federate line between that and Bowling Green. 
There was no fighting, but the object of the 
movement was accomplished. 
He lefaged to take Forts Henry and Done! 
son but was silenoed when he broached the 
subject to Eallock. Not till the 3d of Feb­ 
ruary was he permitted to leav® Cairo with 
that intention. With 17,000 men on trans­ 
ports, accompanied by Admiral Foote with 
seven gunboats, he started, landing at Bailey’s 
ferry, on tho east bank, three miles below 
Fort Henry, which he took after an hour and 
a half s fire from the gunboats on the 6th, the 


m 
a i n body of the Confederate garrison hav­ 
ing retreated upon Fort Donelson. 
Grant determined to take Fort Donelson on 
the 8th. On tho 7th his cavalry penetrated 
to within a mile of the fort, and the infantry 
^id cavalry on the east tank of the Ten­ 
nessee were notified to move on tho 8th. 
“ without incumbrances,” and with two days’ 
rations in th-ir haversacks. 
Heavy rain* 
Had flooded the country, making it impossible 
to move bnsrgaro or artillery, and delaying 
th-attack. 
R^enforcemente were scoured, 
but Ilallock’s orders to Grant were always of 
a defensive and r.ot aggressive character. 
Fort Donelson, high on its range of hills, 
encircled by a fcnifidablo abatis and gar- 
risoued bv ¿ 1,000 men, was one of the greatest 
strongholds of the enemy. Its fortifications 
had been strengthened since tho fall of Fort 
IF nry rc-cnforcoments had poured inui it., 
and Buckner, Pillow and Floyd had been sue 
cessivoly sent to command it, each ranking 
his predecessor, who remained to serve under 
the new superior. 
On the 13th Grant got into position, 
Skir­ 
mishers were thrown out in front and several 
smart fights occurred. 
On the night of the 
ISth he was established on the heights, par­ 
allel 
with 
tho enemy’s outworks. 
The 
weather suddenly became intensely cold. The 
troops* compelled to bivouac in lino of battle 
with arms in their hands, within musket 
range of tho enemy’s breastworks suffered 
ex tremely. 
No fires could lw built, many of 
the men were without blankets and with in­ 
sufficient rations. 
That was an awful night, 
r.ever to be forgotten by thoso who purtiei- 
i atcd in it. 
There were no tents, and as the 
night wore on snow anil hail tell, wrap- 
t :nz 
the 
waiting 
meu 
in 
a bitter 
\ lanket of ice. Many were frozen. The Con­ 
federate pickets fired an uncertain but inees- 
san* rain of bullets. 
The g rans of the 
vvc undcd, tho pitiful calls for Lelp and water, 
made the hours of darkness terrible. 
The 
r>-x t day re-otiforcements arrived, and tor 
hours an irregular ilrt of shaniHkooter« , with 
occoaional discharges of artillery, was kopt 
uy. 
In the afternoon six gunboats, in com- 
i and of Foote, attackeil the fort at 400 yor 
U 
a > * were worsted. 
Another night of cold, 
danger anil suffering for the troops, Grant 
then having 23,000 men. 
At dawn on the 15th the memorable siege 
of Fort Donelson was begun in earnest, the 
e nemy coming out of his works oml attacking 
tpc Federal lino on the right. 
MeClemand, 
McArthur and Lew Wallace were engage;!, 
McArthur giving way with heavy loss, Me- 
C>rnand and Wallace repaying it. Tho Con­ 
federates, however, failed to make their way 
through the Federal lines, and were retiring 
t nt the Federal troops were discouraged and 
diMTdered. 
There was a lull. Grant wa* 
abs nt at the flagship when the attack oc­ 
curred. 
. 
lietuming to his headquarters, and apprised 
of iho events of tho morning, he ordered the 
tr ocs that had not been engaged to make an 
uu media to assault. 
Tho osmulting colun.n 
was led by C. F. Smith. 
Up, up the steep 
hill, under tho fierce tire of the enemy, went 
’he Federal cplumfli inside the ¿ ntrenchmenu, 
while McClc*aand and Walla.« supported 
Sr.ith. An hour nod a half mcro rf daylight 
.hi hnvo given Grant tho victory, hut 


ULYSSES S. GRANT. 
The secretary of war at once recommended 
Grant for a major generalcy of volunteers, 
and the president nominated him the same 
day. In a letter made public Stanton said: 
“ WThat, under tho blessing of Providence, I 
conceive to bo the true organization of vic­ 
tory and military combination to end this 
war was declared in a few words in Gen. 
Grant’s message to Gen. Buckner: ‘I propose 
to move immediately on your works.’ ” From 
tho moment Fort Donelson surrendered Gen. 
Grant had a national fame. Ho was assigned 
to the new military district of West Tonnes- 
see, with “ limits not defined,” on the 15th of 
February, and Sherman to the district of 
Cairo. 
They had been at West Point to 
gether, but Sherman had graduated three 
years earlier, and they bad not, up to that 
t.imftj been intimate. The siege of Fort Don­ 
elson brought about their first official inter­ 
course, Sherman forwarding Grant troops 
and supplies. An ex change of letters aft« 
the surrender of the fort was tho beginning 
of a warm friendship between them which 
neither time nur change has diminished. 


REMOVED FROM HIS COMMAND. 
Immediately after the capture of Fort 
Donelson Grant fall under Halleck’s dis­ 
pleasure, and was removed from his com­ 
mand. The story is best told by himself in 
his article on the “ Battle of Shiloh” in the 
February number of Tho Century: 
After the cap ture of Fort DoneUon, with over 13,- 
0 0 0 effective m onand all their munition» of war, I 
believed much more could be accomp lished without 
further aacriflee of life. Clarksville, a town between 
Donelson and Nashville, In the stato of Tennessee, 
and on the east bank of the Cumberland, w aag arrl 
soned by the enemy. Nashville was also g arrisoned, 
and was p robably ths best p rovisioned dep ot a t the 
time in the Confederacy. Albert Sidney Johnston 
occup ied Bowling Green, Ky., w ith a larg e force, 
believed, and my inform ation Justified the belief, 
that theie p laces would fell into our hands without 
a battle, if threatened p romp tly. 
1 determ ined not 
to miss this chance. But being only a district com 
mender, and under tho inn media to 
orders of Gen. 
Ilalleck, whose headquarters were at 
St. Louis, II 
wa3 ray duty 
to communicate to him all I p rop osed 
to do, and 
to g et his ap p roval, if p ossible. 
I did so 
co m m u n icate, and, receiving no rep ly, acted up on 
m y ow n J u d g m en t. Tho result p roved that m y in­ 
form ation was correct, and sustained my Judg m ent. 
W hat, then, w as my surp rise, after so m uch had 
been ac c o m p lish e d by the troop s under m y im m edi­ 
ate com m and, bemveen th* 
tim e of leaving Cairo, 
early in February, and the 4th of March, to receive 
from my chief u disp atch of tho la tte r date, saykn?: 
••You w ill p lace M^J. G m . C. F. -Smith iu com m and 
of exp edition, nod reum ia yourself a t F< rt Il jnry, 


Lew Wallace arrive* and the old lines were 
reformed. Grant visited each division com­ 
mander after dark, directing their positions 
and ordering an attack at early dawn. At 
last, returning to the landing, ha made his 
headquarters under a tree, and lay down in 
tho rain to rest The pain in his swollen 
ankle and the drenching rain made him rest- 
leas, and af ter midnight ha moved to the log 
house on the bank. This was in use as a hoe. 
pital, 
with the wounded and dying 
groaning with anguish. “ The sight,” says 
Grant, “ was more unendurable than en­ 
countering tho rebel fire, and I returned to 
my tree in the rain.” 
The nex t day tho battle went on until 
Beauregard and his forces beat a final re­ 
treat, Grant having lost over 13,000 men. 
Sherman has said that ho never afterwards 
saw such terrible fighting. Grant writes 
of it; 
Shiloh was tho most severe battle foug ht » t ths 
Wost during tho war, bnd but fsw in the East equaled 
it for hard, determ ined fig hting . I saw an op e a field 
In our p ossession on tho second day, over which tao 
Confederates had mad« rep eated chang es the day 
before, so covered w ith dead that it would have 
been 
p ossible to walk across th s clearing , in any direc­ 
tion, step p ing on dead bodies, w ithout a foot 
touch­ 
ing tho g round. On one p art, which had evidently 
not been p lowed for several years, bushes had g row» 
m , some to the heig ht of eig ht or ten feet. There 
was not sne of these left standing uup ieroed by bul­ 
lets. Ths sm aller ones were ail cut down. Contrary 
to ail m y exp erience up to th at tim e, and to tho ex­ 
p erience of the arm y I was then commanding , w0 
were on the defensive. 
This battle convinced Grant that the war 
would be prolonged, and developed his views 
as to the conduct of it. Armies and not 
strongholds should be subdued or destroyed, 
he thought. He believed, too, that it would 
be an economy of blood to spend it rapidly 
in a vigorous campaign. 


MISTREATED BY HALLECK. 
Immediately following the battle of Shiloh 
rumors flooded the country prejudicial to 
Grant, and in all operations in the theater of 
war he was ignored for the nex t two months. 
His situation was regarded by the army as 
one o t disgrace, and was doubtless the most 
disagreeable period in his entire career. Ha 
tells the story in the following words: 
Shortly after the battle of Shiloh bad been foug ht 
Gen. B&lleck moved hi* headquarter* to Pittsburg 
Landing , and assumed command of the troop * In the 
field. Althoug h next to him In rank, and nominally 
In com mand of my own district and army, 1 waa Ig ­ 
nored a* much a* if I had bean a t th e most distant 
p oint of territory within my Jurladiotion; and al­ 
thoug h 1 w as In command of all the troop e a t Shiloh, 
I was not p erm itted to aee one of the rep orta of Gen. 
Buell or hie subordinates in thg t battle until they 
were p ublished by the w ar dsp artm eat long after 
the event, la consequence I never myself mode 
a 
Cull rep ort of the eng ag em ent 
fTo he continued. 1

T H E 
B A T T L E O F SH IL O H . 
This celebrated battle was fought on Sun­ 
day and Monday, the 6th aud 7th of April, 
1602. 
It took its name from a litt» log 
church, knotvn as Shiloh^hurch. 
Tho scene 
of the’ engtgem^nt is a thickly wooded, 
though broken, country, reaching back from 
the bluffs at Pittsburg Lauding from two to 
three miles. 
Grant and his staff wcro break­ 
fasting at Bavannah when ho first heard tho 
fire of tho enemy’s attack. 
Grant's horso 
having slipped and fallen on his master’s leg 
on the 4th, at tho time of the battle aud for 
some days after Grant was unable to walk 
without th* aid of crutches. 
His boot hod 
been cut from his foot. 
Hearing the firing 
ho !>oarded a transport and started for ths 
front, arriving there at 8 o clock. 
Tho his­ 
toric battle was already on. 
Sherman, Pren­ 
tiss, J dcClernand, Hurlburt and W. H. Wal­ 
lace, with 33,000 meu, wero there. Tho Con­ 
federate fcrce, according to Badeau, was a 
little over 40,000. 
There was hard fighting,
